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1. MFA ANNOUNCED NOV 15 THAT IT HAD ASKED THE CZECHOSLOVAK 
AMBASSADOR TO THE HAGUE EOR CLARIFICATION CONCERNING A CAMPAIGN 
IN THE PRAGUE PRESS ACCUSING DUTCH POLICE OE KIDNAPPING AND 
BRAINWASHING THE TWO SONS OF A CZECH-BORN WOMAN. MFA SPOKES- 
MAN SAID: "WE HAVE NOTHING AGAINST OTHER COUNTRIES POINTING 

OUT HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS IN HOLLAND, BUT WE GAVE CZECH 
AUTHORITIES A FULL REPORT AT THE END OE OCTOBER WHICH MADE 
IT Cl FAR THAT THE ACCUSATIONS DID NOT HOLD UP." 

2. AS ONE OF THE FEW EUROPEAN GOVERNMENTS TO SPEAK OUT ON 
HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS WITH SOME DEGREE OF SPECIFICITY AT 
CSCE IN BELGRADE, GON IS PARTICULARLY SENSITIVE TO THE CRITICISM 
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FROM THE CZECHS REPORTEDLY VOICED IN BELGRADE AND IN THE CZECH 
PRESS. IN ADDITION, FOREIGN MINISTER VAN DER STOEL IRRITATED 
HIS HOSTS ON A VISIT TO CZECHOSLOVAKIA EARLIER THIS YEAR 
BY MEETING THE LATE JAN PATOCKA, A LEADER OF THE "CHARTER 
77" GROUP. 

3. ACCORDING TO DUTCH OFEICIALS, THE AFFAIR CONCERNS TWO 
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BOYS OF 13 AND 15, SONS OF MR. BON, DUTCH-BORN BUT STATELESS, 

AND HIS WIFE MARCELA, CZECH-BORN BUT A DUTCH CITIZEN. ON 
OCT 12, DURING AN ABSENCE OE THEIR PARENTS ON VACATION IN 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA, THE BOYS WERE TAKEN TO A LOCAL POLICE 
STATION AFTER INJURING PASSERS-BY WITH AIRGUN PELLETS. AETER 
ABOUT FOUR HOURS THEY WERE DELIVERED HOME TO THEIR AUNT. WHEN 
THEIR PARENTS RETURNED FROM VACATION ON OCT 16, MR. BON SENT HIS 
SONS TO POLICE HEADQUARTERS WITH A LETTER PROTESTING AGAINST THE 
TREATMENT OF HIS SONS AND TOLD THE POLICE HE DID NOT WANT HIS 
BOYS BACK UNLESS HE RECEIVED A WRITTEN STATEMENT THAT THE BOYS 
HAD NOT BEEN SEXUALLY ASSAULTED OR OFFERED DRUGS WHILE THEY WERE 
AT THE POLICE STATION. AETER SPENDING ONE DAY AND NIGHT AT THE 
HOME OE A POLICEMAN AND HIS WIEE, THE BOYS WERE TAKEN TO 
THE CHILD PROTECTION COUNCIL. ON OCT 27 THEY WERE COLLECTED 
BY MRS. BON AND QUESTIONED BY THE CZECH EMBASSY.
